The New Clothes Ration 


The President of the Board of Trade has announced in the 
House of Commons that the clothes ration for the six months 
fom Ist August 1944 to 31st January 1945 will be 24 coupons. 

This rate of 4 coupons a month is the same as in the six months 
ince last February. The present supplements for children and 

orkers will be continued. Further details of these supplements 
md of the coupons which become valid on Ist August will be 
given in Press advertisements before that date. 

The Board wish, however, to remind the public and traders 
that no coupons from any of the 1944-45 clothing books can be 
wed before Ist August. 


Dyed and Reconditioned Battledress 


The Board of Trade recently announced that limited supplies 
df battledress uniforms which have been thoroughly cleaned 
and reconditioned and dyed dark green have now been made 
wvailable for sale to the general public at 21s. and six coupons a 
nit. These battledress uniforms, the sale of which so far has 
been confined mainly to agricultural workers, may be ordered, 
by any retailer who wishes to obtain supplies, from wholesale 
tockists, a list of whom is appended. 

Any retailer who is not normally trading in rationed goods or 
Whose normal coupon account is not large enough to enable him 
to acquire stocks of battledress may apply to the Board of Trade 
for a loan of coupons, to be repaid within a stated period, to 
sist him to make such purchases. Applications should be 
addressed to the Board of Trade, I.M.3 Branch, North Gate, 
Prince Albert Road, St. John’s Wood, London, N.W.8.

Knitted Goods 


The Knitted Goods (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 8) Direc- 
tions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 797, price 1d.) come into opera- 
tion on 16th July 1944. They amend the Knitted Goods (Manu- 
facture and Supply) (No. 6) Directions, 1943 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 13th November 1943, page 426), and revoke the Knitted 
Goods (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 7) Directions, 1944 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, 4th March 1944, page 78). 

The principal alterations from the previous Directions are as 
follows :— 

(1) The manner is specified in which the price of the different 
descriptions of utility knitted cloth shall be stated on the manu- 
facturer’s invoice. 

(2) The Schedule to the No. 8 Directions for the use of utility 
knitted cloths (other than knitted rayon cloths) takes the place 
of the Schedule to the No. 7 Directions. Cloths of specification 
numbers 496, 497, 4974, 599, 599a, are not included in the 
Schedule, and traders with stocks of these cloths should apply 
to the Control of Civilian Hosiery, East Court, West Walk, 
Leicester, for special Directions to use them. Directions for the 
use of utility cloth No. 1492 (glove fabric) will be issued later by 
the Board of Trade. 

The Board of Trade have also issued Schedule “ F'” of Speci- 
fications of Utility Knitted Goods (price 1s. 3d.), which from 
16th July 1944 takes the place of Schedule “ E ” for all purposes 
except that Schedule “ E” will still govern the prices of utility 
goods made to specifications in that Schedule which do not 
appear in Schedule “ F.” 
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Safety Boots 


The Board of Trade recently announced that a new type of 
industrial safety boot (Utility Specification HMM55, details of 
which were published with the Footwear (Supply, Marking and 
Manufacturers’ Prices) (No. 2) Directions, 1944 (see Board of 
Trade Journal, 22nd April 1944, page 150) ), was to be introduced 
for use in factories. These boots bear the distinguishing mark 
S4 S48 . : ie 
BTR and are subject to the usual permit restrictions. 

The Board are, however, anxious that initial supplies shall 
reach consumers with the minimum of delay. To facilitate 
distribution through trade channels, a new General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 761, price 1d.) allows the sale of this type 
ef boot only without permit between traders until 31st August. 
Buying permit with serial numbers IB3 . . . will of course be 
required for retail sales, and coupons must be surrendered in all 
transactions. 


Civilian Footwear 


— Mr. H. G. Durston is retiring from the post of Controller of 
Civilian Footwear, Board of Trade, at the end of August for 
personal reasons, mainly of health. He will be succeeded as 
Controller by Major F. J. Stratton, the present Director of 
Service Footwear and Leather Equipment, Ministry of Supply. 
Major Stratton will continue to deal with Service footwear and 
leather equipment and a further announcement will be made as 


to the detailed arrangements for the merging of the Control of- 


Civilian Footwear and the Directorate of Service Footwear and 
Leather Equipment in a unified control. The Board of Trade 
take this opportunity of expressing their high appreciation of 
Mr. Durston’s valuable services as Controller.

NOTICE TO IMPORTERS NO. 161 


EXPOSED CINEMATOGRAPH FILM— 
AMENDMENT OF THE OPEN GENERAL LICENCE 


With effect from 20th July 1944, the Board of Trade have 
altered the open general import licence for “‘ Film, cinemato- 
graph, exposed” consigned from all non-enemy countries to 
read ‘‘ Cinematograph film, exposed, of a width of 13 inches only.” 

From that date, therefore, separate import licences will be 
required for all imports of exposed cinematograph film, other 
than that of the standard width of 1} inches; but this will not 
apply to goods proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
of H.M. Customs and Excise to have been despatched to the 
United Kingdom before 20th July 1944 and imported into this 
country before 20th September 1944.

ADDITIONS TO “BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade have made the Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 8) Order, 1944 (8S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 764, price 3d.), which came into force on 10th July, 
containing changes in the “ Black List” of traders abroad with 
whom it is unlawful to have dealings of any kind. Persons 
owing moneys to, or holding or managing the property of specified 
persons are reminded that they are under statutory obligation 
to report particulars to the Custodians of Enemy Property. 


ADVICE TO SHIPPERS 


With reference to the notice in Board of Trade Journal, 8th

British Standard Specifications 


SAMPLING AND ANALYSIS OF COAL AND COKE FOR 
PERFORMANCE AND EFFICIENCY TESTS ON 
INDUSTRIAL PLANT 


It will be recalled that in 1942 the British Standards Institu- 
tion issued two Specifications (B.S. 1016 and 1017) dealing 
vith the sampling and analysis of coal and coke for general 
industrial purposes. These specifications superseded a number 
of earlier ones, but not British Standards 735 : 1937, although 
it was stated that, where desired, the improved methods of 
analysis laid down in the new specifications might be substituted 
for those in British Standards 735. 

The Institution has now published a revision of British 
Standards 735 Sampling and Analysis of Coal and Coke for per- 
formance and efficiency tests on industrial plant, and in conse- 
quence the statement is no longer valid that the methods of 
malysis given in British Standards 1016 may be substituted 
for those in British Standards 735: in the latter publication full 
uvantage has been taken of the further investigation work 
carried out in the course of the preparation of British Standards 
1016. 

In the revision of British Standards 735 the method of deter- 
nining the volatile matter has been modified in the light of 
experience gained since the issue of the 1937 Specification. 
Whilst the earlier method was found generally satisfactory with 
certain coals, the desired agreement was not obtained between 
different workers, and modifications now incorporated should 
improve matters in this respect. 

A further important change is the alteration in the design of 
the rotary sample divider. In the earlier issue the dividers for 
large and small samples were of different patterns. The design 
now used and recommended is the same for both sizes, and the 
oe turntable can be used for the two purposes.

LIGHTLY INSULATED CLEAT WIRE FOR USE ON 
INSULATING CLEATS 


British Standards 1096-1943 was issued as a War Emergency 
Specification in 1943 to cover the requirements for a cable suit- 
tble for use on insulating cleats inside buildings, the covering of 
vhich would provide a degree of mechanical protection and also 
sure reasonable protection from shock under all normal con- 
ditions of atmospheric humidity inside buildings, without the use 
of rubber covering as specified in British Standards 1063-1924. 
This specification provided only for varnished cambric braided 
id compound cleat wire and since its publication two further 
types of lightly insulated cleat wire have been evolved as 
lows :— 

(a) Bitumen-faced taped and braided and compounded cleat 
wre, 

(b) Polyvinal chloride covered braided and compounded cleat 
Wire. 

Details of the construction of these wires are given in a revised 
ind enlarged edition of the above specification which has just 
been published as British Standards 1096-1944.

SHORT LINK WROUGHT IRON CRANE CHAIN 
(B.S. 394: 1944) 


This war emergency revision supersedes the 1936 edition and 
vith minor changes reverts to the provisions of the 1930 edition. 
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The elongations at test load laid down in the 1936 edition 
were increased but experience has shown that these are higher 
than can normally be expected. In present circumstances 
testing by an independent authority cannot conveniently be 
carried out. 

Major differences in the present issue from the 1936 edition are 
that the elongation for “special quality’ have been reduced 
and that testing may be carried out on the premises of the manu- 
facturer as in the 1930 edition. 

Minor differences in the present issue from the 1930 edition 
are the retention of the increased weight per fathom tolerance, 
the incorporation of the existing amendment as to end welding 
the links and the inclusion of two paragraphs in the foreword 
all as in the 1936 edition.

RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS FROM STERLING AREAS 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received telegraphic 
advice from the Commonwealth Government that the following

CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a 
copy of a Memorandum Series D. No. 47, T.C. 164, issued by the 
Department of National Revenue, which states that by Order in 
Council P.C. 4722, effective Ist June 1944, the following new 
Tariff Item is established :— 

538b. Articles which enter into the cost of the manufacture 
of twine for baling farm produce, when imported for such use 
exclusively by manufacturers who manufacture such twine. 

British Preferential Tariff—Free. Intermediate Tariff—Free. 
General Tariff—Free, 

(Also exempted from the War Exchange Tax and the Special 
Excise Tax.) 

Effective Ist June 1944, twine for baling farm produce and 
articles or materials to be used exclusively in the manufacture 
thereof are exempted from the Consumption or Sales Tax. 


Netherlands West Indies—Surinam 


IMPORT LICENSING REGULATIONS 


fI.M. Consul at Curagao has forwarded particulars of the 
procedure for obtaining import licences in Surinam, effective as 
from 6th January 1944. 

An importee who is registered with the Import Control Office 
at Paramaribo and desires to import goods for which he holds a 
certain “ quota” applies for a licence on form “ Model E” and 
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furnishes at the same time, in duplicate, the Importer’s Order 
to the exporter specifying the goods required. 

When the Import Licence has been granted, one copy of the 

form ‘‘ Model E” and one copy of the Order are returned to the 
importer, the originals being retained by the Import Control 
Office. The Import Licence itself takes the form of 4 rose-coloured 
paper. 
On the conclusion of these formalities the importer forwards 
his copies of the licence and the order to the exporter, retaining 
his copy of form “ Model E” for use when the goods arrive and 
obtaining their clearance through the Customs. 

Exporters should not ship goods unless they receive from 
importers in Surinam, a copy of the relevant import licence.

Trade and Industry 
Argentina 


CROP CONDITIONS 


The production of peanuts in Argentina in 1943-44 is officially 
estimated at 189,500 metric tons as compared with 96,039 tons 
in the previous season. This season’s crop is a high record, 
average production over the last five years having been 72,971 
tons. 

The first official estimate of the 1943-44 sunflower-seed crop 
in Argentina gives a total of 1,200,000 metric tons, which com- 
pares with the production of 337,302 tons last season and a five- 
year average from 1938-39 to 1942-43 of 453,630 tons. This 
year’s crop constitutes a high record, which is mainly due to 
increased sowings. 

The grape harvest has been concluded and although the yield 
was below normal in some districts, the quality of wine produced 
was better than expected. The average price paid for grapes 
was slightly lower than last year. Forecasts with regard to the 
production of red wine varied between 6 and 6} million hecto- 
litres. In view of the increase in consumption during recent 
months, the Government authorised the release of part of this 
year’s vintage as from Ist July 1944, instead of holding it up 
until Ist January 1945. 


Brazil 
COAL OUTPUT 

The output of coal in 1943 amounted to 2,034,000 tons as 
compared with 1,757,021 tons in 1942, or roughly 80 per cent. 
of total consumption (against 62 per cent. in 1942). The mines in 
Rio Grande do Sul accounted for 1,347,000 tons, those in Santa 
Catharina for 678,000 tons (an increase of 245,000 tons or more 
than 50 per cent. on the output for 1942) while nearly all the 
remainder was produced in Parané. 


FLAX PRODUCTION 


Official statistics show that flax production in 1943 in the 
State of Rio Grande do Sul totalled 14,000 tons and in the State 
of Paran& 405 tons. The bulk of the production in the former 
State was consumed locally while that of the latter State was all 
sold to mills in Séo Paulo. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 17th June. The sowing of paddy and dry crops is 
going on. Crops are fair. ‘ 

Orissa, 26th June. Sarath and Biali paddy and jute are being 
sown. Sugarcane is thriving.

COTTON EXPORTS 


According to the Bank of London and South America Limited, 
London, it is estimated that the 1944 cotton crop should 
approximate 65,000 tons. 

Exports of cotton from Peru during the first seven months of 
the 1943-44 season amounted to 104,006 bales of 478 bales 
net as compared with 94,706 bales in the corresponding period 
of the 1942-43 season, the principal destinations having been 
as follows: Great Britain, 52,472 bales (against 32,052 in 
1942-43); Chile, 32,501 bales (30,085); Bolivia, 3,966 bales 
(3,564); Argentina, 3,862 bales (3,065); Ecuador, 3,510 bales 
(2,459); Cuba, 2,535 bales (nil); Colombia, 1,697 bales 
(19,885); Guatemala, 1,270 bales (nil); Sweden, 690 bales 
(1,151); the United States, 425 bales (nil); Costa Rica, 463 
bales (nil) ; Mexico, 400 bales (2,198); Brazil, 137 bales (nil); 
and Panama, 78 bales (61). 


Sweden 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The Public Price Control Board has carried out an investiga- 
tion into the development in respect of earnings and expenditure 
of 280 important industrial enterprises in Sweden. The enter. 
prises represent 35 per cent. of the value of products sold and the 
same proportion of the total wages paid to workmen and staffs 
of the entire Swedish industry. 

The investigation extended over the period 1938-42, and it 
appears that between the first and last year of this period the 
total of wages disbursed by the above companies had risen by 
32 per cent., the total value of products by 48 per cent. and 
the gross profits by 34 per cent.; net profits, however, only 
increased by 8 per cent. Writings-off have risen during the 
period in question by about 40 per cent. 

There has been a marked tendency to buy new machinery, 
to modernise or construct plant and to build new dwellings for 
workmen and officials or repair existing ones. Taxes have also 
increased and at the end of the period 21 per cent. of the gross 
profits were set aside for taxation as compared with only 13 per 
cent. at the beginning of the period. Stocks of goods have risen 
by 24 per cent. since 1938. 


TIMBER RESOURCES 


The total wood resources in the two northern provinces in 
Sweden, Norbotten and Vasterbotten, have, according to the 
results of recent stocktakings, dropped by almost 27 million 
cubic metres during the past fifteen years. The total resources 
are at present estimated at 308 million cubic metres. The 
stocktaking area represents about one-half of the forest districts 
in Norrland and about one-third of the total forest area in 
Sweden. Wood resources are almost equally divided between 
the above two provinces, or, to be exact, amount to 153 million 
cubic metres in Vasterbotten and 155 million in Norbotten. 
At the previous stocktakings in 1925 and 1926 the respective 
figures were 170 and 165 million cubic metres. On the whole, 
the wood in the government-owned forests is of larger dimensions 
than the wood in forests owned by individual companies and by 
the farmers and peasants. In the first decade of the period 
under review, growth of new wood decreased to a certain extent, 
but this position has improved in the course of the last five 
years, and even exceeded the growth during the previous stock- 
taking period. 


CHARCOAL PRODUCTION 


The production of charcoal in Sweden has more than doubled 
during the past five years, mainly as a consequence of the demand 
for fuel for the country’s producer-gas-driven vehicles, which at 
present total about 70,000. According to the latest statistics of 
the Swedish Fuel Commission, the quantity of charcoal produced 
in 1943 amounted to well over 5 million cubic metres (177 
million cubic feet) as against only 2-3 million cubic metres it 
1939. The bulk of the production, or 60 per cent. goes to prv 
ducer-gas traction, while the remainder is consumed by the iron 
works, for the production of high quality steel. 

It is of interest to note in this connection that at the beginning 
of this century Sweden’s consumption of charcoal amounted t0 
about 4:5 million cubic metres a year. During the subsequent 
decades, however, it gradually went down and the lowest figure 
was recorded in the 1930’s when the annual consumption was les 
than a million cubic metres.

Export Credits Guarantees 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in overseas 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 


(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 
(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 


(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 
ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 


(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 
covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 


goods are shipped. 


The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

The Twenty-fifth Annual General Meeting of Wiggins, Teape & 
Co. (1919) Limited was held on 7th July in London, 

Mr. F, L. T. Barlow, the chairman, presided. 

The following is the statement by the Chairman circulated with 
the report and accounts :— 

The outputs and sales of your company and its subsidiary com- 
panies continued to be affected by the shortage of raw material 
supplies, with the consequent restrictions and limitations by the 
Government in the uses of paper. It has again been our policy to 
maintain the high quality of our products as far as is possible and 
we have made every endeavour to make the best use of the materials 
available to us. 

The trading profits of the group for the year 1943 show a reduction 
of £112,203, which is brought about by a reduction in the sales of 
paper and by increases in the cost of wages, coal, and sundry raw 
materials. As against this reduction in trading profits, the deductions 
for charges, including taxation, are lower by £149,318, leaving the 
net profit of £259,800 showing an increase of £37,115. To this net 
profit must be added the refund of Excess Profits Tax, less provision 
for income tax thereon, arising in respect of the profits for the year 
1941, amounting to £52,658. With this addition and the amount 
brought forward from the year 1942, the available profits at £364,911 
show an increase of £89,846, 

SUBSTANTIAL ADDITION TO RESERVES 

After. providing for interest on Debentures and dividends on the 
Preference and Ordinary stocks, your directors have transferred the 
sum of £57,000 to the reserve account, bringing the reserve up to 
£850,000, and the sum of £74,500 to contingencies reserve. It will 
be seen that the total distribution of 8 per cent., less income tax, on 
the Ordinary stock for the year 1943 is 1 per cent. more than for 
the previous year. Your directors in making the substantial transfers 
to reserves have in mind the necessity of conserving the finances of 
the company, in view of the difficulties of the transition period 
which will have to be faced at the conclusion of the war, when the 
considerable business which your company is now undertaking in 
connection with the war effort will have to be replaced by commercia! 
business. 

The summary of balance-sheets presents the financial position of 
our group of companies. The total of the surplus and specific reserves 
show an increase of £237,566. Current liabilities show a substantial 
reduction due to the reduced liability of the taxation authorities. 
On the assets side, the only items calling for comment are the paper 
and other finished products, which show a reduction of nearly 
£180,000, and the total of British Government securities, tax reserve 
certificates and cash, which show an increase of over £385,000. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.
